This month we feature the Dickens Theatre 
presented by Adrian Kok and Else Flim, 
who many of us had the great fortune to 
meet at the Boston Convention. 


There will be a two part presentation, first 
Charles Dickens and The Magic Lantern 
in his works, his public readings and the 
combination in the Dutch Dickenstheater. 


A presentation/lecture with digital projector 
about Dickens’ life, work and passions (his 
connection with the Magic Lantern) and 
introduction of the way Adrian and Else 
give their Dickens-performances in their 
‘artists village’ Laren. Paintings by A.O. 
Anton Mauve, were very sought after and 
many were shipped to the States between 
1870 and 1910. Adrian and Else’s area 
was nicknamed ‘The Land of Mauve’.

donated his Mansion and art collection 

to the village of Laren as a museum 
annex theater. And it is still a well-known 
museum with an impressive collection of 
late 19th century art.

Dear Olivia 


I have no information specifically about 

the Maplewood collection, but Keystone 1s 
well documented. They mainly produced 
educational slides in large sets. The 
Keystone 600 sets (with that number of 
slides) were produced at least from 1908 
until 1922 with various slight changes in 
the slides included in the set. Each slide 
came with a small card with its details on, 
so that the teacher or lecturer had notes for 
the class. It was the hope that such a set 
would be available in every school in the 
US. Though this was not achieved, many 
thousands of sets were produced. The most 
elaborate sets came with an equal number 
of stereocards and a viewer, so that students 
could look at the scene in 3D as the lecturer 
progressed. These were supplied in large 
mahogany storage cabinets. 


If we post your enquiry on our monthly 
E-Publication, it may be that a member may 
have some information on the Maplewood 
collection.

Le - Question About Replacing Projector Bulbs

I am an avid reader of the Gazette, I have been a member of the MLS for a couple years, and I am making Lantern shows here in Los Angeles. I have a 
question that Iam hoping you can answer for me - or possibly point me in the nght direction: I am using several B&L lanterns, and would like to find a 
way to replace the bulbs. At present they are fitted with the old cylindrical bulb similar to CZX/DAB. I have two thoughts, one was to try to replace the 
fittings to take a cooler bulb (LED?), the other to try to replace the bulbs with a more readily available alternative. 


Do you or do you know anyone who has experience retrofitting Magic lantern projector bulbs? Related to this I would love to learn more about the throw/ 
illumination relationship of lantern optics. I feel that I have been playing around 1n the dark - literally and figuratively - with these questions without truly 


understanding the physics. 


Any pointers, thoughts words of wisdom and experience in these matters would be greatly appreciated!

CZX lamps are 500 Watt - I should think the 
lanterns (and slides) must get very hot! 


People are experimenting with LED lamps 

such as car headlamps in lanterns, but I’m not 
sure what the results are. I would be concerned 
about the colour temperature (not lamp 
temperature) making the projected image look a 
bit unnatural. They seem to lack a bit at the red 
end of the spectrum in my opinion, though no 
doubt these days ‘daylight’ LEDs are available. 


I use quartz halogen lamps of 150 or 200 Watt 
rating, which are far more efficient than the 

old incandescent types. They are physically 
much smaller and sit in the middle of the lamp 
housing with a lot of air space around them, so 
cooling is better and slides (and lanterns) don’t 
get nearly so hot. I considered fitting heat filters 
but have not found it necessary. These lamps 
operate from 12 or 24 volts, depending on the 


type you choose, so would need transformers from 
120 volts. If you always use the lanterns together 
you could use a single transformer with two 
secondary windings, but probably more flexible 

to use one transformer for each. Do you use the 
lanterns for dissolves using dimmers? You can 

still do that with quartz halogens. People say that 
dimming a quartz halogen lamp will reduce its life, 
but I have the same bulbs in my lanterns for more 
than ten years! 


Many of the old lantern books have information on 
the throw obtained from various focal length lenses 
etc. Is this what you have in mind? I could scan 
such info if that would help. You can of course go 
as far as you want with the physics of light - into 
particle physics, quantum theory etc, but probably 
a bit abstruse for most of us!

Thank you so much for your prompt reply. a 
The 500 Watt bulbs do get really hot, and I . 
do want to try to replace them with bulbs that e . 





generate less heat. That was really the start of 
my questions- would it be possible to replace 
a 500 watt bulb with say a 300 Watt bulb 

and still get the illumination and throw I was 
getting with the 500W bulb. If I understand 
correctly you are suggesting a bulb of lower 
Wattage but higher voltage - which should 
give comparable illumination. Could I ask you 
for the number of the bulb you are using? 


I have been using dimmers with the two 
lanterns in tandem for dissolving images-and 
reducing the life of the bulb if it 1s a cheaper 
bulb should not be a problem. I should like to 
try your refrofit and I have a willing camera 
repair person to help with the transformer.

I did meet a lanternist in Ann Arbor, Carolyn 
Gennari, who had fitted an ELH bulb in 

a lantern, thereby dispensing with the 
independent reflector. The bulb was very close 
to the lens but the illumination seemed good 
over about a 10ft throw- and she said she has 
managed to project with the same bulb over a 
30ft throw. Seeing her set up made me realize 
that except through trial and error I did not truly 
understand how to work out the brightness 

of an image given the wattage of the lamp, 
distance and optics. It would be wonderful if 
you could point me in the direction of texts- 

or send me copies-that would help me to 
understand these relationships. 


The car head lamp is interesting — but like you I 
prefer a warmer light to the blue of the LEDs.

Dear Charlotte 


No, not higher voltage, lower. Just much more 
efficient, so much more light and less heat from 
the quartz halogen bulb. When you see 500 
Watt or whatever, you are really getting about 
495 Watts of heat and the equivalent of about 

5 Watts of light from any incandescent bulb of 
the older kind. With the quartz halogens you 
are still getting, say, 5 Watts of light and only 
145 Watts of heat from it. 


In my triple lantern I use Osram HLX 64657 
Xenophot 250 Watt lamps, which give much 
more light than a 500 Watt incandescent does. 


Will look out some info regarding throw/lens 
length etc ASAP.

Dear Charlotte 


Yes, you can use the original reflectors, though I 
have not found them necessary. You would have 
to experiment with the screen illumination and 
adjust things for the most evenly illuminated disc 
on the screen. Obviously the lamp filament must 
be in the exact centre of the condenser lens and 
the correct distance from it for even illumination. 
You can try moving the lamp holder closer or 
further away, also a bit left and night, and even 
up and down to get the most perfect light disc on 
the screen. You may find that the reflector makes 
the centre of the disc a bit too bright. Move the 
reflector closer or further from the lamp for the 
best effect, but try to avoid focussing the reflector 
actually on the lamp or it may overheat. 


You probably won’t need 250 Watt QH bulbs - 
I'd try 150 Watt ones first and see how you get 
on. At home I use 12 Volt Xenico X9100 100 
Watt lamps on a 10 ft screen and they are quite 
bright enough, again without reflectors.

A good question! No doubt many collectors 
will have their own ideas. Personally I would 
use something reversible, and therefore water 
based, such as Titebond Liquid Hyde wood 
glue, which is basically a cold version of the 
old cabinet makers’ hot brown glue. Many 
years ago it was called Seccotine. It 1s water- 
soluble, so if you later want to remove it, it 
can easily be done. 


It will be interesting to put this in the next 
E-Pub and see what others suggest.

Just thought I’d let you see this response I had 
from the Salvation Army archives. 


Dear Mr. Walker: 


Thank you for your recent questions on 

the magic lantern slides. To answer your 
questions: The Salvation Army did indeed 
develop and use glass lantern slides, and 
officers used them to add a visual element to 
their spiritual messages. They were 

also used as educational tools, often illustrating 
The Salvation Army’s work to those who 
didn’t know the extent of The 

Army’s work. I’ve attached an article from The 
Officer magazine from 1930 that explains the 
purpose of the lantern slide 

service. Use of the lantern slide seems to have 
been fazed out during the 1940s when other 
media became more widespread. 


As for your slides, do you have any with 
Salvation Army officers, or images with any 
Salvation Army insignia such as a red 

shield? The ones you sent, while interesting, do 
not appear to be Salvation Army specific
